Wallace declared last night in a 
White House-approved speech that 
the United States must establish 
a clearly-defined and realistic for- 
eign policy of its own. 

He denounced at the same time 
any “get tough with Russia” pol- 
icy and demanded that this coun- 
try abstain from close co-opera- 
tion with Great Britain in con- 
troversies involving the Soviet 
Union. 

Declaring that an American for- 
eign policy based on or keyed to 
> “British imperialiste policy” in the 
Near East, together with Soviet 


retaliation, would lead the United | R espons ; b ; | ; t y Dis- 


States into war, Wallace asserted. 

“To prevent war and insure our 
survival in a stable world, it is es- 
sential that we look abroad 
through our own American eyes 
and not through the eyes of 
either the British Foreign Office 
or a pro-British or anti-Russian 
press. 

“In this connection, I want: one 
thing clearly understood. I am 
neither anti-British nor pro-Brit- 
ish—neither anti-Russian nor pro- 
Russian.” 

Speech Approved by Truman. 

He spoke at a Madison Square 
Garden meeting sponsored by the 
National Citizens’ Political Action 
Committee and the Independent 
Citizens’ Committee of the Arts, 
Sciences and Professions. 

In Washington earlier, Presi- 
dent Truman told a press confer- 
ence that he had read and ap- 
proved all of Wallace’s speech and 
that he considered nothing in it 
conflicted with the policy stated 
by Secretary of State Byrnes in 
his recent Stuttgart address.

As 
soon as our investigation is com- 
pleted we'll crack down and crack 
down hard.” 

The official added that most 
packers and slaughterers are “toe- 
ing the line” on OPA regulations.

While the meat shortage tight- 
ened its grip on the St. Louis area, 
poultry and butter prices took an- 
other upward jump today. The 
retail price on top grade butter 
went up 5 cents a pound to 8&4 
cents, an increase of about 6 per 
cent, while dressed frying chick- 
ens rose 5 cents a pound in most 
retail markets ta 80 cents. 

Paying price of wholesale 
poultry receivers increased one to 
two cents a pound today, after 
similar increases earlier this week. 
The Daily Market Reporter said 
the demand of retailers for poultry 
“bordered on the reckless stage.” 

Neither butter nor poultry is un- 
der OPA price ceilings, but the

Ringside gambling establishment 
at 110 West Broadway.

Every morning at 11:30 o’clock 
a black Packard sedan, driven by 
Herbert Rainbolt, Ringside 
bouncer, and ca R. Emmett 
Farrell, partner{ in the gambling 
enterprise, drgws up to the Mis- 
souri av ntrance to the bank. 
Usually accompanying Farrel] is 
Ray Cashel, the Ringside’s own 
armed “guard.” Cashel is a former 
East St. Louis detective. 

Before the Ringside mob gets 
out of the Packard, a green Chev- 
rolet, Illinois liecnse No, 224-196, 
can be seen pulling rapidly in 
front of the Packard. The Chevro- 
let is driven by Inspector Sweeney. 

Meanwhile, a police squad car 
cruises «bout the neighborhood, 
looking for outside mobsters. Then, 
while Inspector Sweeney fingers a 
sub-machine gun, the Ringside 
mob goes into the bank and re- 
turns with sufficient funds to 
start the day’s play, which begins 
at noon. Inspector Sweeney and 
the pelice squad car maintain 
their vigilance all the way back 


to the gambling establishment, 


Other Rackets Guarded. 

East St. Louis police squad cars 
follow East Side hoodlums around 
from spot to spot as they make 
collections from illegal slot ma- 
chines in East St. Louis, where 
it is easier to find a slot machine 
than a telephone booth. 

Handbook, shops also enjoy the 
most vigilant kind of police pro- 
tection. It is a part of Inspector 
Sweeney's duties to see to it that 
they are not bothered by hijack- 
ings, holdups 8r shakedowns or- 
ganized by outside mobsters.

Victory for Mead and Lehman 
in November will mean a long 
stride in the people’s progress. 

Longing for Peace; Fear of War. 

Tonight I want to talk about 
peace—and how to get peace. 
Never have the common people of 
all lands so longed for peace. Yet, 
never in a time of comparative 
peace have they feared war so 
much, 

Up till now peace has been nega- 
tive and unexciting. War has been 
positive and exciting. Far too 
often, hatred and fear, intolerance 
and deceit have had the upper 
hand over love and confidence, 
trust and joy. Far too often, the 
law of nations has been the law 
of the jungle; and the construc- 
tive spiritual forces of the Lord 
have bowed to the destructive 
forces of Satan. 

During the past year or so, 
the significance of peace has 
been increased immeasurably 
by the atom bomb, guided mis- 
siles and airplanes which soon 
will travel as fast as sound. 
Make no mistake about it— an- 
other war would hurt the United 
States many times as much as 
the last war. We cannot rest 
in the assurance that we in- 
vented the atom bomb—and 
therefore that this agent of de- 
struction will work best for us. 
He who trusts in the atom 
bomb will sooner or later perish 
by the atom bomb—or some- 
thing worse. 

I say this as one who stead- 
fastly backed preparedness 
throughout the thirties. We have 
no use for nambymamby pacifism. 
But we must realize that modern 
inventions have nuw made peace 
the most exciting thing in the 
world—and we should be willing 
to pay a just price for peace. If 
modern war can cost us 400 bil- 
tion dollars, we should be willing 
and happy to pay much more for 
peace, But certainly, the cost of 
peace is to be measured not in 
dollars but in the hearts ' and 
minds of men. 

The price of peace—for us and 
for every nation in the world— 
is the price of giving up preju- 
dice, hatred, fear and ignorance. 

Let’s get down to cases here at 
home. 

Prejudice Leads to Violence 

First we have prejudice, hatred, 
fear and ignorance of certain 
races, The recent mass lynching 
in Georgia was not merely the 
most unwarrented, brutal act of 
mob violence in the United States 
in recent years; it was also an 
illustration of the kind of preju- 
dice that makes war inevitable. 

Hatred breeds hatred. The 
doctrine of racial superiority 
produces a desire to get even on 
the part of its victims. If we 
are to work for peace in the 
rest of the world, we here in the 
United States must eliminate 


demagogues who speak only the 
language of violence and hate. 


Individual Republicans may 
hold enlightened views—but the 
Republican party as a whole is 
irrevocably committed to tariff 
and trade policies which can 
only mean world-wide depres- 
sion, ruthless economic warfare 
and eventual war and if the Re- 
publicans were in power in the 
United States today, intelligent 
people all over the world would 
fear that once more we would be 
headed straight for boom, bust 
and world-wide chaos, 


I noticed in the papers recently 
that Gov. Dewey doesn’t like my 
prophecies.. I said weeks before 
the last election—and said it re- 
peatedly—that Franklin Roosevelt 
would carry 36 states and have a 
popular majority of 3,000,000. Of 
course, Mr. Dewey didn’t like that 
one, I say now—as I have said re- 
peatedly—that Republican foreign 
economic policies carried into ac- 
tion would mean disaster for the 


nation and the world. Mr. Dewey 
won't like that one either. 

The Republican party is the 
party of economic nationalism and 
political isolation—and as such is 
as anachronistic as the dodo and 
as certain to disappear. The dan- 
ger is that before it disappears it 
may enjoy a brief period of power 
during which it can do irreparable 


j}damage to the United States and 


the cause of world peace. 
Alliance Height of Folly. 


Gov. Dewey has expressed him- 
self as favoring an alliance of mu- 
tual defense with Great Britain as 
the key to our foreign policy. This 
may sound attractive because we 
both speak the same language and 
many of our customs and tradi- 
tions have the same historical 
background. Moreover, to the mili- 
tary men, the British isles are 
our advanced air base against Eu- 
rope. 

Certainly we like the British 
people as individual. But to 
make Britain the key to our for- 
eign policy would be, in my 
opinion, the height of folly. We 
must not let the reactionary 
leadership of the Republican 
party force us into that position. 
We must not let British balance- 
of-power manipulations deter- 
mine whether and when the Unit- 
éd States gets into war. 

Make no mistake about it— 
the British imperialistic policy 
in the Near East alone, com- 
bined with Russian retaliation, 
would lead the United States 
straight to war unless we have 
a clearly-defined and realistic 
policy of our own. 


Neither of these two great 
powers wants war now, but the 
danger is that whatever their 
intentions may be, their current 
policies may eventually lead to 
war. To prevent war and insure 


when a great creditor demands 
payment, and at the same time, 
adopts policies which make it im- 
possible for the debtors to pay in 
goods—the first result is the in- 
tensification of depression over

war between the United States 
and Russia, They have no real 
love of the United States. They 
only long for the day when the 
United States and Russia will 
destroy each other. 


We must not let our Russian 
policy be guided or influenced 
by those inside or outside the 
United States who want war 
with Russia. This 
mean appeasement. 


We most earnestly want peace 
with Russia—but we want to be 
met half way. We want co- 
operation. And I believe that 
we can get co-operation once 
Russia understands that our 
primary objective is neither sav- 
ing the British Empire nor pur- 
chasing oil in the Near East 
with the lives of American sol- 
diers, 

We cannot allow national oil 
rivalries to force us into war. All 
of the nations producing oil, 
whether inside or outside of their 
own bouudaries, must fulfill the 
provisions of the United Nations 
Charter and encourage the devel- 
opment of world petroleum re- 
serves so as to make the maxi- 
mum amount of oil available to 
all nations of the world on an 
equitable peaceful basis—and not 
on the basis of fighting the next 
war. ‘ 
Russia Should Co-operate. 


For her part, Russia can re- 
tain our respect by co-operating 
with the United Nations in a 
spirit of openminded and flexible 
give-and-take. 

The real peace treaty we now 
need is between the United’ 
States and Russia. On our part, 
we should recognize that we 
have no more business in the 
political affairs of eastern 
Europe than Russia has in the 
political affairs of Latin Amer- 
ica, western Europe and the 
United States. We may not like 
what Russia does in eastern 
Europe. Her type of land re- 
form, industrial expropriation 
and suppression of basic liber- 
ties offends the great majority 
of the people of the United 
States. But whether we like it 
or not the Russians will try to 
socialize their sphere of influ- 
ence just as we try to democra- 
tize our sphere of influence. 
This applies also to Germany 
and Japan. We are striving to 
democratize Japan and our area 
of contol in Germany, while 
Russia strives to socialize east- 
ern Germany. 

As for Germany, we all must 
recognize that an equitable set- 


does* not 


Russia—a peace that cannot be 
broken by extremist propagan- 
dists. We do not want our course 
determined for us by master- 
minds operating out of London, 
Moscow or Nanking. 

Russian ideas of social-eco- 
nomic justice are going to gov- 
ern nearly a third of the world. 
Our ideas of free enterprise de- 
mocracy will govern much of 
the rest. The two ideas will én- 
deavor to prove which can de- 
liver the most satisfaction to the 
common man in their respective 
areas of political dominance. 
But by mutual agreement, this 
competition should be put on a 
friendly basis and the Russians 
should stop conniving against us 
in certain areas of the world 
just as we should stop scheming 
against them in other parts of 
the world. Let the results of the 
two systems speak for them- 
selves, 

Meanwhile, the Russians should 
stop teaching their form of Com, 
munism must, by force if neces- 
sary, ultimately triumph over 
democratic capitalism — while we 
should close our ears to those 
among us who would have us be- 
lieve that Russian Communism 
and our free enterprise system 
cannot live, one with another, in 
a profitable and productive peace. 

Under friendly peaceful com- 
petition the Russian world and 
the American world will grad- 
ually become more alike. The 
Russians will be forced to grant 
more and more of the personal 


- freedoms; and we shall become 


more and more absorbed with 
the problems of social-economic 
justice. 

Russia must be convinced that 
we are not planning for war 
against her and we must be cer- 
tain that Russia is not carrying 
on territorial expansion or world 
domination through native Com- 
munists faithfully following every 
twist and turn in the Moscow 
party line. But in this competi- 
tion, we must insist On an open 
door for trade throughout the 
world. There will always be an 
ideological conflict—but that is 
no reason why diplomats cannot 
work out a tasis for both systems 
to live safely in the world side by 
side. 

Only U.N. Should Have A-Bomb. 

Once the fears of Russia and the 
United States Senate have been 
allayed by practical regional 
political reservations, I am sure 
that concern over the veto power 
would be greatly diminished. Then 
the United Nations would have a 
really great power in those areas 


yet ready for world federation. 
Realistically, the most we can 
amiga now is a safe reduction 


to develop as 
rapidly as. possible a body of in- 
ternational law based on moral 
principles and not on the Machia- 
vellian principles of deceit, force 
and distrust—which, if continued, 
will lead the modern world to 
rapid disintegration. — 

Receivers of Bankrupt Order. 
In brief, as I see it today, the 
world order is bankrupt—and the 
United States, Russia:‘and England 
are the receivers. These are the 
hard facts of power politics on 
which we have to build a func- 
tioning, powerful united nations 
and a body of international law. 


And as we build, we must de- 
velop fully the doctrine of the 
rights of small peoples as con- 
tained in the United Nations 
Charter. This law should ideally 
apply as much to Indonesians 
and Greeks as to Bulgarians and 
Poles—but practically, the appli- 
cation may be delayed until both 
British and Russians discover 
the futility of their methods. 


In the full development of the 
rights of small nations, the British 
and Russians can learn a lesson 
from the good neighbor policy of 
Franklin Roosevelt. For under 
Roosevelt, we in the western 
hemisphere built a workable sys- 
tem of regional internationalism 
that fully protected the sovereign 
rights of every nation—a system 
of multilateral action that im- 
measurably strengthened the whole 
order. 

In the United States an informed 
public opinion will be all-powerful. 
Our people are peace-minded. But 
they often express themselves too 
late—for events today move much 
faster than public opinion. The 
people here, as everywhere in the 
world, must be convinced that an- 
other war is not inevitable. And 
through mass meetings such as 
this, and through persistent 
pamphleteering, the people can be 
organized for peace—even though 
a large segment of our press is 
propagandizing our people for war 
in the hope of scaring Russia, And 
we who look on this war-with- 
Russia talk as criminal foolishness 
must carry our message direct to 
the people—even though we may 
be called Communists because we 
dare to speak out, 

I believe that peace—the kind 
of a I have outlined to- 
night—is the basic issue, both 
. in the congressional campaign 
this fall and right on through 
the presidential election in 1948. 
How we meet this issue will de- 
termine whether we live not in 
“one world” or “two worlds”— 
but whether we live at all.

WALLACE OBJECTIVE SAME | 
AS THAT SOUGHT BY BYRNES 


Seeming Conflict More of Approach and 
Emphasis—Both Seek Co-operation of 
Reds in Making Peace.

is certain to be questioned here 
and abroad. 

The speech is being interpreted 
today in some quarters as an 
intra-cabinet, intra-party criticism 
of the so-called “get tough with 
Russia” strategy many think the 
Administration is trying at the 
Paris peace conference and the 
New York United Nations session. 

The speech before the “leftist” 
meeting of the National Citizens 
PAC and the Independent Citizens 
Committee of the Arts, Sciences 
and Professions is open to several 
interpretations. They range from 
down-to-earth vote-seeking in a 
local campaign to lofty interna- 
tional idealism, just as the words 
and actions of Byrnes are subject 
to conflicting analyses. 

No black and white picture of 
conflict between Byrnes and Wal- 
lace can be drawn. In politics 
and in diplomacy, as a practical 
proposition, the participants. work 
both sides of the street. 

Seek Same Objective. 

The seeming conflict between 
the views of the two administra- 
tion men is more in approach and 
emphasis than in important sub- 
stance. Both seek the same ob- 
jective—the co-operation of the So- 
viet Union in the making of a 
permanent peace, Byrnes, who 
has the immediate operational job 
of handling Russian demands 
from day to day, must be pre- 
pared—and must prepare the 
American people — for practical 
bargaining and compromises, Wal- 
lace, who has no personal respon- 
sibility for the results, can take a 
more detached and longer ranged 
view. 

President Truman, who has the 
ultimate responsibility for the re- 
sults, must be prepared to resolve 
any controversy should it be fos- 
tered by Democrats and others 
who dislike Wallace or Byrnes and 
their respective political and eco- 
nomic philosophies. 

Primarily, Wallace was mak- 
ing a political speech for the 
Mead-Lehman ticket before a 
generally pro-Soviet audence. 
For the Irish and Jewish voters 
he twisted the lion’s tail by de- 
ploring British imperialism. 
He took a personal crack at 


Gov. Dewey for his advocacy of 


alliance, seeking 
that the New York governor is 
British. .

For the New York Negro voters 
he denounced racial intolerance, 
and he probably did not enhance 
his own chances of getting south- 
ern delegates to the 1948 national 
Democratic convention when he 
said: 

“If we are to work for peace 
in the rest of the world, we here 
in the United States must elimi- 
nate racism from our unions, our 
business organizations, our educa- 
tional institutions, and our em- 
ployment practices, Merit alone 
must be the measure of man.” 

And finally, there is the out-and- 
out Communist vote, which was 
about 40,000 before the New York 
Communist lost its outward 
identity in the 1942 gubernatorial 
election. Although. Mead, the 
Democratic candidate for gover- 
nor, disavowed its support, it has 
to go somewhere, depending on 
which major party the leaders 
choose. 

International Implications. 


Although the Wallace speech 
was primarily a local political af- 
fair, it could have international 
repercussions. As a cabinet offi- 
cer, he asked; in effect, that So- 
viet Russia be allowed a free hand 
to build up a bloc of satellite pow- 
ers in the Balkans and the Middle 
East at the nse of Great 
Britain, but demanded that China, 
a special case, should not come 
under the domination of any na- 
tion, . 

As a matter of history, Byrnes 
has permitted a Russian Balkan 


bloc, with the exclusion of Greece’ 


and the port city of Trieste. 

Under Wallace’s plan, when 
specific, Soviet Russia, in return 
for our non-interference with its 
policies in eastern Europe, would 
keep out of the “political affairs” 
of Latin America, western Eu- 
rope and the United States. 


Byrnes declared that Germany 

should not become “a pawn or 

a partner in a military struggle 

for power between the east and 

the west.” Wallace’s statement 
was: “Western Europe and the 

United States must be certain

“Meanwhile, the Russians 
should stop teaching that ‘their 
form of Communism must, by 
force if necessary, ultimately tri- 
umph over democratic capitalism, 
while we should close ovr ears to 
those among us who would have 
us believe that Russian Commu- 
nism and our free enterprise sys 
tem cannot live, one with another, 
in a profitable and productive 
peace.” 

The Kremlin has abandoned 
some of the tenets of Marxism 
in practice but not as far as 
Wallace assumes it would be will- 
ing to go if we got out of east- 
ern Europe. Byrnes might be 
willing to agree with the Wal- 
lace conclusions if somebody 
would guarantee Wallace’s as- 

sumptions. Meanwhile, it’s a 
pretty safe assumption -. that 
Byrnes will continue to proceed, 
as usual, on the bargains he can 
make to reach the desired ob- 
jective—Russian co-operation in 
the making of a permanent 
peace. 

The Wallace speech has possi- 
bilities. With its indorsement hv 
the President, it offers the Rus-

We all remember the time, not 
so long ago, when the high tariff 
protectionists blindly opposed any 
‘aid to the industrialization of Can- 
ada. But look at our exports to 
Canada today. On a per capita 
basis our Canadian exports are 
seven times greater than our ex- 
ports to Mexico. 

I supported the British loan of 
almost four billion dollars because 
I knew that without this aid in 
the rehabilitation of its economy, 
the British Government would 
have been forced to adopt totali- 
tarian trade methods and eco- 
nomic warfare of a sort which 
would have closed the markets of 
the world to American exports. 

For the welfare of the American 
people and the world it is even 
more important to invest four bil- 
lion dollars in the industrialization 
of undeveloped areas in the so- 
called backward nations, thereby 
promoting the long-term stability 
that comes from an ever-increas- 
ing standard of living. This would 
not only be good politics and good 
morals.

The United States is the world’s 
great creditor nation.

the intervention of the British, 
French and Americans in Rus- 
sian affairs from 1919 to 1921; by 
the geography of the huge Rus- 
sian land mass situation strate- 
gically between Europe and Asia;

Add to all this the tremendous 
emotional power which Marxism 
and Leninism gives to the Rus- 
sian leaders—and then we can 
realize that we are reckoning 
with a force which cannot be 
handled successfully by a “get- 
tough-with-Russia” policy. “Get- 
ting tough” never bought any- 
thing real and lasting—whether 
for schoolyard bullies or busi- 
ness men or world powers.

Did the President see any de- 
parture from the Russian policy 
enunciated by Secretary of State 
Byrnes and the path proposed 
by Secretary of Commerce Wal- 
lace? 


Truman’s Replies. 


After a bit of sparring—be- 
cause the Wallace speech had not 
yet been delivered—Truman gave 
these replies: 

He approved the whole speech, 
not just the paragraphs in which 
Wallace said Administration pol- 
icy was “that we look abroad 
through our own American eyes, 
and not through the eyes of 
either the British Foreign Office 
so a pro-British or anti-Russian 
press.” 

He saw no departure from Ad- 
ministration policy in the Wal- 
lace speech—generally accepted as 
conciliatory toward Russia, while 
Byrnes seemingly has toughened 
up his tactics in dealing with that 
powerful ally. 

Wittingly or unwittingly, the re- 
porter who phrased the first 
question about Wallace’s speech 
started with: “Mr. President, Sec- 
retary of State Wallace ... I 
mean Secretary of Commerce 
Wallace ... “The slip of the 
tongue, if it was that, may have 
been the tip-off on the various 
interpretations which are going to 
be placed on the Byrnes-Wallace- 
Vandenberg lines of policy in 
dealing with Russia. 


Asked About Seamen’s Strike. 


The President was badgered by 
questions about the maritime 
strike and parried them with the 
assertion that within an hour his 
Stabilization director, John R. 
Steelman, would have a statement 
on the subject. This the Presi- 
dent did say: Steelman’s state- 
ment would not modify the wage 
stabilization program. 

There seemed to be, when Steel- 
man’s statement ultimately was 
» issued, some doubt about that, too. 
Spokesmen for the ship owners 
and the striking unions agreed in 
off-the-cuff interpretations of thé 
statement that it gave the strikers 
what they wanted. There had not 
been any argument before this 
that if the strikers got what they 
wanted it would cut the Presi- 
dent’s wage-price formula into 
many little pieces. 

Asked if he did not see a “hope- 
less spiral” of strikes with infla- 
tionary dangers, Truman §re- 
sponded that the President al- 
ready had taken action to meet 
such a situation—he thought last 
February. His reference was not 
clarified at the moment, but it 
appeared he had in mind the 
wage-price policy he promulgated 
in mid-February. In passing, he 
said he got the impression from 
headlines that the strike of New 
York. City truckers, which has 
had repercussions elsewhere in 
the Fast, had been pretty well 
settled. 

Not a Political Expert. 

He was no expert in politics, he 
said, so he couldn’t interpret the 
Maine elections, But as an ama- 
teur, he thought that if percent- 
ages mean anything, the elections 
there showed a Democratic trend. 

Still playing the role of an ama- 
teur in politics, the President said 
his plans for speaking in the fall 
campaigns were in an interim 
stage. Asked if he meant that 
what talks he would make would 
be delivered from Washington, he 
indicated that this would be a 
fair inference. He did say, though, 
that he still had under considera- 
tion a visit to Caruthersville, Mo., 
which has been almost an annual 
custom for him, even -before he 
became President. 

With a laconic sure, he agreed 
with a reporter that it might be 
assumed the American - British 
combined chiefs of staff organiza- 
tion would be continued until the 
formal end of hostilities. 

The reporter thought the visit 
to this country of Field Marshal 
Viscount Montgomery pointed up 
the fact that this organization was 
still functioning. The President 
said he thought the visit of 
Mongomery had no more signifi- 
cance than the recent excursion 
of Adm. Halsey to Brazil. Such 
visits, he said, were just friendly 
gestures among allies.

Circuit Attorney Disappointed, but Won’t 
Press Case—Mrs. Chadeayne Satisfied, 
Says Children Are Important Issue. 


Circuit Attorney James W. Grif- 
fin said today that while he was 
disappointed in the failure of the 


Circuit Court grand jury to in- 
dict Frank J. Student, who beat 
his wife to death with his fists, 
he will take no further action 
against him. 

Mrs, Henry F. Chadeayne, one 
of the three women who are serv- 
ing on a grand jury for the first 
time in the city’s history, told the 
Post-Dispatch she was “very much 
satisfied” with the jury’s decision 
re returning a no-true bill yester- 
4 


y. 

“T felt the principal issue in 
this case was that the future 
lives of three young children of 
the couple were involved,” she 
said. “These childen would become 
wards of society and potential 
enemies of society if the remain- 
ing parent were sent to prison. 
““Also, I think the death of this 
woman was just an accident and 
the man didn’t intend to kill his 
wife, but struck here in a mo- 
ment of frenzy and temporary in- 
sanity. There didn’t seem to be 
sufficient evidence to hold him 
for trial.” 

The two other women on the 
jury—Mrs. Anna C. Ballman and 
Mrs. Virginia H. Cooney—refused 
to discuss the jury’s action, say- 
ing there had been an agreement 
among the jurors after its session 
to make no comment on the case. 
“I don’t think we should be put 
in a bad light on this matter,” 
Mrs. Ballman said. “We know 
the facts and are in a position to 
make proper judgment on them.” 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Wil- 
liam J. Geekie, who is in charge 
of the grand jury, said he 
“doubted if any petit jury would 
convict this man.” 

He agreed there .was sufficient 
evidence to present the matter to 
the grand jury, pointing out that 
Student had made a signed con- 
fession, but asserted he saw no 
use in having a grand jury “if we 


didn’t let them decide cases of 


this kind.” 

“I’m satisfied with the jury’s 
action and I see no use in going 
any further,” he said. “This man’s 
wife had been staying out late at 
night and, when she came in at 
6 o’clock this particular morning, 
he got mad and hit her a little 
too hard and she died of a sub- 
dural hemorrhage.” 

Griffin said “we tried very hard 
to present this case to the grand 
jury. I was there when Bill 
(Geekie) presented the evidence. 
They concluded, I guess, that it 
was an accident. 

“It’s just like a jury bringing 
in a verdict of acquittal. What 
would a petit jury do if he put up 
a defense?” 


Acknowledging his disappoint- 
ment at the grand jury’s voting 
of a no-true bill, Griffin asserted 
he thought Student would be 
brought into Circuit Court on an 
indictment and be given a light 
sentence or parole. 

“I would have been satisfied 
with that,” the Circuit Attorney 
said. “However, I don’t think an 
information should be issued. It 
would be different if Student were 
a criminal. I want to go along 
with the grand jury as much as I 
can.” 

Student, an iron worker, told 
police he struck his wife in the 
face with his fist when she ar- 
rived at their home, 2821 North 
Eleventh street, on the morning 
of June 29, after having been gone 
13 hours. 

A few minutes later, he said, he 
lifted his wife out of bed by the 
hair and struck her three blows in 
the face with his fist. She became 
unconscious, he continued, -and 
he put her on the floor. 

Student accused his wife, who 
was 26 years old, of “going out 
with soldiers” and leaving him to 
care for their three children — 
Frank Jr., 7; Robert, 5, and Mar-

130 MILITARY PLANES MADE 
IN AUGUST, 834 IN 8 MONTHS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (AP)— 
Aircraft manufacturers produced 
130 military planes in August, com- 
pared with 67 in July, the industry 
reported yesterday. The total for 
the first eight months was 834 
planes, compared with 45,338 in the 
corresponding 1945 period. 

August production included 30 
Army fighters and 75 Navy fight- 
ers, while the corresponding July 
acceptances were seven and 651. 
The increase in Army fighters re- 
flects better deliveries of engines 
for jet-propelled planes. 

The Army received eight heli- 
copters and five transports in 
August. The Navy accepted seven

Judge Ruddy Dismisses 
Allegation of Plot by 
Two Former Utility 
Officers. 


Rulings in favor of defendants 
in Frank J. Boehm’s long-pending 


$24,500,000 damage suits against 
Union Electric Co. of Missouri, 
North American Co. and others, 
were announced today by Circuit 
Judge Edward M. Ruddy, 

Judge Ruddy upheld motions 
filed by two individual defendants, 
William McClellan, former board 
chairman of Union Electric, and 
John A. Woodbridge, vice 
president and general counsel. The 
motions were for dismissal of the 
allegation that the two conspired 
to “falsely and maliciously move 
and maintain suits” against 
Boehm, former $54,000-a-year ex- 
ecutive vice president of Union 
Electric; and that, pursuant to 
such conspiracy, they “wantonly, 
falsely and maliciously” caused 


to be instituted against him. 

Without these allegations, it 
will be difficult for Boehm to 
prosecute his suit. It was learned 
that Boehm intends to appeal 
from Judge Ruddy’s decision to 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 
Boehm’s three damage suits were 
filed in November 1943 and were 
argued by counsel 16 months ago; 
the motions filed by the defend- 
ants have made it impossible to 
bring them to trial. 

Court’s Opinion. 

McClellan and Woodbridge urged 
in their motions, and Judge 
Ruddy held, that an action charg- 
ing malicious prosecution should 
be deferred until the alleged ma- 
licious suit is decided; this was 
not done in the present case. Oth- 
erwise, the court held, contra- 
dictory results might occur in the 
two proceedings, and “our system 
of justice would be the object of 
ridicule.” 

Judge Ruddy also upheld the 
motion of the defense to strike 
out Boehm’s statements as to the 
wealth and extent of operations 
of the defendant companies, He 
cited rulings that, “where a num- 
ber of defendants are sued jointly, 
their wealth may not be shown 
for the purpose of punitive dam- 
ages, for one defendant cannot be 
punished because of the wealth 
of another.” 

In his memorandum on the de- 
fendants’ motion to strike various 
paragraphs from the petition, 
Judge Ruddy emphasized that the 
motion was “one to strike and not 
a motion to dismiss for failure to 
state a claim.” 

Issue Not Before Court. 


At one point in the memoran- 
dum, he commented, “There is 
some doubt in the court’s mind 
that plaintiff may be permitted to 
recover for: wrong doing, even 
though done under the dominance 
of his employers, but, as stated 
above, whether or not he may re- 
cover in the cause of aciion al- 
leged in the unchallenged por- 
tions of his petition is not before 
this court.” 

A motion asking that Boehm be 
required to specify the dates of 
alleged defamatory remarks and 
the persons to whom they were 
addressed also was sustained by 
the court. The petition alleges 
they were made “at various times 
from Jah. 1, 1939,” up to the time 
of the filing of the petition. Judge 
Ruddy held the law provides that 
the defendant in a libel suit is 
entitled to know definitely the 
date and place of the publication 
of the alleged slander or libel and 
the person, or’ persons, to whom 
it was directed. 

The Boehm suits were an out- 
growth of Union Electric’s secret 
$600,000 political slush fund of the 
1930s, In the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission’s investigation 
of Unfon Electric’s political ac- 
tivities, Boehm incurred the 


and served a brief term in federal 
prison. 
Chief Point in Case. 


While both Boehm‘s petition and 
the subsequent defense motions 
Were of great length, an agree- 
ment was reached, in an argu- 
ment of counsel April 19, 1945, on 
the chief point in the case, This 
was that Boehm charged the de- 
fendants with conspiring, between 
1939 and 1943, to defame Boehm 
by repeated public assertions that 
he was dishonest. 

Boehm charged a _ conspiracy 
since 1920 to dominate the North 
American Co. utility system, in- 
cluding Union Electric, for per- 
sonal gain. He named as partici- 
pants in such a conspiracy Har- 
rison Williams of New York, board 
chairman of North American; 
Dillon, Read & Co., New York, 
which had been the financing 
house for North American, and 
Sullivan & Cromweil, New York, 
of which the leading partner is 
John Foster Dulles, counsel for 
North American. 

More than a year ago, writs of 
attachment for the total of dam- 
ages asked by Boehm were issued 
in Circuit Court against holdings 
of the North American Co. in Mis- 
sotri. Last June 24 North Amer- 
ican applied to the Missouri Su- 
preme Court for writs of prohi- 
bition to prevent further action in 
Boehm’'s suit. This application 
is pending.

Asked after the speech for com- 
ment on the heckling, Wallace 
said: 


hisses and hoots when he said he 
was “neither anti-British nor pro- 
British, neither anti-Russian nor 
pro-Russian.” 

“Just two days ago, when Presi- 
dent Truman read these words, he 
said they represented the policy of 
his administration,” Wallace added. 

More heckling broke out when 
Wallace, speaking of Russia, said 
“her type of land reform, indus- 
trial expropriation and suppres- 
sion of basic liberties offend the 
great majority of the people of the 
United States.” 

He then returned to his text, 
saying: 

“But whether we like it or not 
the Russians will try to socialize 
their sphere of influence just as 
we try to democratize our sphere 
of influence. 

“Russian ideas of social-eco- 
nomic justice are going to govern 
nearly a third of the world. Our 
ideas of free enterprise democracy 
will govern much of the rest. The 
two ideas will endeavor to prove 
which can deliver the most satis- 
faction to the common man in 
their respective areas of political 
dominance.” 

At one point Wallace was in- 
terrupted in the middle of a sen- 
tence by loud hisses. 

“The Russians have no more 
business stirring up native Com- 
munists to political activity in 
western Europe, Latin America 
and the United States,” he said. 
Then, as the hissing began, he 
‘shouted: “Get the whole sen- 
tence,” adding to complete his 
remark, “than we have interfer- 
ring in the politics of eastern Eu- 
rope and Russia.” 

Toward the end of his speech, 
Wallace dropped whole sentences 
from his prepared text. The ex- 
cised phrases had said “the Rus- 
sians should stop’ conniving 
against us in certain areas of the 
world” and “should stop teaching 
that their form of Communism 


“It was to be expected,” add- 
ing in explanation, “I was follow- 
ing a straight American line.” 

Pepper in Disagreement. 

In contrast to the White House 
approval, Senator Pepper in a 
speech preceding Wallace’s at the 
rally indicated disagreement with 
the Cabinet member, and some of 
his criticisms of the Soviet Union, 
and said: 

“You and I know that today the 
reason we have got so much Re- 
publican unity behind the foreign 
policy is because there is so much 
McKinley imperialism in our for- 
eign policy.” 

He called for a “special session 
now” to consider “our blundering 
foreign policy” and in a line ap- 
parently inserted into his prepared 
address at the last minute said: 

“We do not want well-prepared 
official speeches ‘explaining’ our 
foreign policy.” 

Pepper said the people wanted 
to know “Why American di- 
plomacy orders an American fleet 
to pull British chestnuts out of 
the fire in Palestine, in the Bos- 
porus and in the Suez Canal at 
the grave risk of shattering the 
peace.” 

Wallace, in advocating the can- 
didacies of Senator James M. 
Mead and Herbert Lehman, New 
York’s Democratic nominees for 
Governor and United States Sen- 
ator, respectively, told his audi- 
ence that Gov. Thomas E, Dewey, 
Republican candidate for re-elec- 
tion, had expressed himself as fa- 
voring an alliance of mutual de- 
fense with Great Britain as the 
key to our foreign policy. 

“Certainly, we like the British 
people as individuals,” Wallace 
said. “But to make Britain the 
key to our foreign policy would 
be, in my opinion, the height of 
folly. We must not let the reac- 


lican party force us into the posi- 
tion. We must not let British bal- 


ance-of-power manipulations de- 


, 
must, by force, if necessary, ulti-; 


tionary leadership of the Repub-. 


termine whether and when the 
United States gets into war.” 


Views on Germany. 

Wallace declared that “an equit- 
able settlement, based on a uni- 
fied German nation” is essential 
to any lasting HZuropean settle- 
ment and that while we cannot 
permit the door to be closed 
against our trade in eastern Eu- 
rope, we have to recognize “that 
Russia cannot permit either Eng- 
land or the United States to dom- 
inate the politics of that area.” 

“We most earnestly want peace 
with Russia,” Wallace added, “but 
we want to be met half way. We 
want co-operation. And I believe 
that we can get that co-operation 
once Russia understands that our 
primary objective is neither sav- 
ing the British Empire nor pur- 
chasing oil in the Near East with 
the lives of American soldiers. We 
must not allow our national oil 
rivalries to force us into war. 

“The real peace treaty we now 
need is between the United States 
and Russia. On our part, we 
should recognize that we have no 
more business in the political af- 
fairs of eastern Europe than Rus- 
sia has in the political affairs of 
Latin America, western Europe 
and the United States.” 


CIO-PAC Head Tells of Aims. 

Jack Kroll, director of the CIO- 
Political Action Committee, told 
the rally in a prepared talk\ that 
CIO-PAC and the two sponsoring 
groups “have the biggest job of 
their career ahead” and that the 
“price of defeat” for the forces 
they represented in the 1946 elec- 
tions would be “runaway infla- 
tion” and “an increase in interna- 
tional tension.” 

“In five states we have helped 
to defeat reactionary candidates 
in the primaries, for nominations 
to the United States Senate,” he 
said.

James C. Dunn, the American 
delegate on the commission, said 
he was not prepared to give a 
precise reply to Molotov’s question 
at this time. Dunn- said only that 
the United States plan called for 
the Security Council to name the 
governor of the free eity of Tri- 
este and that the governor would 
be its representative in admin- 
istering the area. 

The debate was begun at the 
insistence of Slav group delegates, 
who contend that full argument 
on the question should precede 
the work of an eight-nation sub- 
commission appointed two days 
ago to draft the statute for Tri- 
este, on which the Big Four for- 
eign ministers have been unable 
to agree, 

Czechs Support Yugoslavs. 

Czechoslovak Delegate Dr. Viado 
Clementis, opening the day’s dis- 
cussion, demanded that Trieste be 
linked to Yugoslavia and that its 
customs union be dominated by 
that country. 

Maurice Couve de Murville, 
sneaking for France, said that in 
the interests of harmony and 
peace the port should be an au- 
tonomous free port available free- 
ly to all of central Europe with- 
out any custom barriers. 

J, C. Sterndale Bennet of Brit- 
ain, argued in favor of Security 
Council administration of the 
statute, pointing out the difficult 
relations of the port with neigh- 
boring states. He spoke against 
a Russian proposal which would 
give the free area assembly, a 
legislative body, most of the pow- 
er of administration. 

Tempers flared in two other 
peace conference commissions. 

The Bulgarian political and ter- 
ritorial commission broke up in 
disorder with several delegates 
trying to challenge White Russian 
Chairman Kouzma Kisselev’s right 
to adjourn the session. The Slav 
bloc and the western states split 
on a British proposal to vote im- 
mediately on a Greek demand for 
border changes. Kisselev said the 
Greek demands were too compli- 
cated for immediate action and 
ordered the commission adjourned. 

United Stateg Delegate Jeffer- 
son Caffery assailed the action 
and Australia’s Hodgson shouted 
at Kisselev, “You are a servant 
of this commission and I move that 
your decision to adjourg this 
meeting be overruled.” 

A. V. Alexander, First Lord of 
the British Admiralty, walked out 
of the military commission just 
before a 15 to 4 vote to inyite 
Albania’s representatives to make 
an unrestricted statement on mili- 
tary provisions of the Italian 
treaty. Alexander had argued the 
Albanians should be given only 
30 minutes. 

“T despair of leading this com- 
mission in the path of common 
sense,” Alexander said just be- 
fore the vote in which France, 
Greece and the United States 
voted with Britain against the 
proposal, A British representa- 
tive remained behind for the vote. 

(The United Press said Alexan- 
der walked out in protest after 
Russian Gen. Slavine accused him 
and United States Adm. Richard 
L. Conolly of representing the 
old concept of democracy which 
Slavine said limited speech.)

The point of diplomatic interest 
was Wallace’s call for frank rec- 
ognition of the existence of Rus- 
sian and American “spheres of in- 
fluence” and the working out of 
an agreement with Russia on that 
basis, ; 

The Wallace speech contained 
no direct criticism of American 
foreign policy as developed by 
Byrnes, but some of those fa- 
miliar with Wallace’s purposes let 
it be known that any such im- 
plications seen in the speech 
would not be considered mislead- 
ing. 
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Main Points Listed. 


The main points on which diplo- 
mats professed to see a divergence 
between Wallace’s words and 
Byrnes’s recent course are these: 

1, Wallace said that Americans 
“should recognize that we have no 
more business in the political af- 
fairs of eastern Europe than Rus- 
sia has in the political affairs of 
Latin America, western Europe 
and the United States.” He re- 
ferred to “their sphere of influ- 
ence” and “our sphere of influ- 
ence,” saying that Russia even- 
tually may socialize about one. 
third of the world and the Unit- 
ed States may democratize Much 
of the remainder, and what is 
most needed now is a peace agree- 
ment between the two. 

On May 20, when he returned 
from one of the Paris Foreign 
Ministers’ conferences, Byrnes as- 
serted that the United States is 
opposed “to the formation of ex- 
clusive political and economic 
blocs.” He said that “if we fail 
to co-operate in a peace which is 
indivisible we may again find 
that we will have to co-operate in 
a war which is world-wide.” 

2. Wallace said that what is 
needed now to get Russian co- 
operation is to make Russia un- 
derstand “that our primary ob- 
jective is neither saving the Brit- 
ish Empire nor purchasing oil in 
the Near East with the lives of 
American soldiers.” He referred 
to Britain’s “imperialistic policy” 
in the Near East and “Russian 
retaliation” as certain to lead to 
war in the absence of any clearly 
defined and strictly American pol- 
icy. 

At the present Paris conference, 
while Byrnes has consistently dis- 
avowed any’ British-American 
bloc, United States and British 
policies have been parallel on one 
issue after another. In the Near 
East particularly, the United 
States and Britain stand shoulder 
to shoulder in backing Turkish 
opposition to Russian proposals 
for the Dardanelles. 

3. Wallace denounced American 
use of any “get tough with Rus-

KETTERING URGES 
FREE TICKET FOR 
UNHAPPY IN U9. 


G. M. Executive Confi- 
dent of Country’s Fu- 
ture — Says ‘We Must 
Never Stop Working.’ 


Persons who are unhappy with 
this country should be provided 
with a free ticket to “wherever 
they want to go,” Charles F. Ket- 
tering, vice president in charge 
of research for General Motors 
Corp., declared last night. 

Speaking before about 4000 per- 
sons at a meeting of the National 
Association of Foremen at Kiel 
Auditorium, Kettering expressed 
strong faith in the country’s fu- 
ture, but said “we must never 
stop working.” 

With a twinkle in his eye, Ket- 
tering, who spoke extempora- 
neously, told of a “pet charity of 
mine.” “I am raising a fund for 
the repatriation of displaced peo- 
ple who are unhappy here, s0 
they can be sent to where they 
would rather be—not where you 
may think they ought to go,” he 
explained. 

In 170 years this country has 
become great industrially through 
a-system of competition, he con- 
tinued. 
offers unlimited opportunity—for 
industries withir the community 
and also for the individual,” he 
asserted, 

Comment on World Affairs. 
As for the international situa- 
tion, Kettering said the only thing 
he knew about politics was that 
one was always compromising, and 
that as an engineer he did not 
know how that was done. 
“Already we are quarreling 
about how the peace shall be man- 
aged,” he said. “It is a quarrel 
of ideologies between plain, ordi- 
nary democracy, the kind you and 
I were brought up on, and ‘super- 
democracy,’ the kind where you 
vote only once—not to vote any 
more. Everybody talks about com- 
promising those two theories. How 
do yqu do that?” 

Americans are disappointed with

too much, Kettering asserted. It 
might seem that the country went 
through the war unscathed, by 
comparison with the ruined cities 
of Europe and Asia, but actually 
the cost of the war to the United 
States approximated the reproduc- 
tion value of its 25 largest cities 
plus the cost of building several 
coast-to-coast six-lane highways, 
he continued.

of more interest to the student 
of aerodynamics than of concern 
to the enemy’s general staff. 
“In 1944 the aircraft industry 
produced more than 100,000 mili- 
tary planes. 
“In the first seven months of 
this year the industry delivered 
military planes of all types to the 
grand total of only 704.

Willard H. Clark, former &t. 
Louis architect, has been ap- 
pointed housing expediter for St. 
Louis, St. Louis county, Jefferson 
and St. Charles counties, it was 
announced today by the National 
Housing Agency office in Chi- 
cago. 

Clark, who lives at 7746 Bon- 
homme avenue, Clayton, said he 
would maintain his office tempor- 
arily on the fourth floor of the 


United States Employment Office 
at 410 North Broadway. 

“My ‘sb will be to try to get 
contractors, materials supply con- 
cerns, real estate men, labor un- 
ions and city and state officials 
to work together in a maximum 
effort to build housing for veter- 
ans,” the newly appointed St. 
Louis expediter said. “I intend 
to meet with representatives of 
all these groups aS soon as pos- 
sible, try to discover what the 
housing bottlenecks are, and elim- 
inate them.” ' 


National Goal Cited. 


The goal, nationally, he said, {1s 
to get 2,500,000°new housing units 
constructed for veterans by the 
end of 1947, If this goal is reached, 
Clerk said it would mean that 
“there will be very little non-vet- 
eran construction from now on.” 
A part of his job, he said, is to 
enforce priority regylations, to 
see that materials intended to go 
into veterans’ housing actually 
goes into such housing. 

The NHA earlier this week an- 
nounced that St. Louis ranked 
lowest of 16 cities in which it 
had made surveys to determine 
what percentage of converted 
houses and apartments had been 
occupied by war veterans. Clark’s 
job will be >» see to it that all 
such houses and apartments for 
which materials priorities are ob- 
tained under the stipulation that 
they will be used by veterans, ac- 
tually are rented to veterans. 


Seeks Veteran’s Viewpoint. 


“One of the first things I intend 
to do,” he declared, “is to get the 
veteran’s viewpoint. He has some 
complaints that will be interesting, 
I am sure.” 

Clark said he also hoped to 
work closely with the St. Louis 
Emergency Housing Committee, 
appointed by Mayor Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, and with similiar 
groups in this aréa. 

Clark is a veteran. He is a 
graduate of the Architectural En- 
gineering School at the University 
of Michigan and, in addition to 
working as an architect in St. 
Louis before the war, was engaged 
in building and real estate activi- 
ties. Since the war he has served 
as sales officer for the War As- 
sets Administration in St. Louis.

Delay, the petition said, would 
discourage the world press and 
“tend to weaken faith in the 
United Nations itself.” 

Byrnes, Others Indorse Plan. 

The program was formally pre- 
sented to the U., N. some time 
ago, but no action has been taken 
beyond creation of a subcommis- 
sion on the subject by the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council’s Com- 
mission on Human Rights. 

Bearing the indorsement of Sec- 
retary of State Byrres, British 
Prime Minister Attlee, Generalis- 
simo Clitang Kai-shek, Gen. Doug- 
jas MacArthur and the governors 
of 41 states in the United States, 
the plan envisages adoption by the 
U. N. of a four-point convention 
for acceptance by the individual 
nations. 

The proposal was submitted to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov 
at Paris, but he has not replied. 
The editors said they expected 
support from President Bidault of 
France. 

The convention would declare 
against government or private 
monoply of media of information, 
refuse to recognize the right of 
the governments to censor or in- 
fringe on information in peace 
time, require public labeling of in- 
formation paid for in whole or in 
part by a government, group or 
person, and recognize that friend- 
ship among nations depends on 
freedom and exchange of informa- 
tion. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of the editors’ request 
follows: 

The issue of world freedom of 
information is well known to you. 
It is vital to understanding be- 
tween nations and peoples, This 
fact cannot be contested, 

In the opinion of thinking men 
and women, among them distin- 
guished leaders quoted herein, it 
is imperative that concrete action 
on world freedom of information 
should come from the United Na- 
tions Assembly this autumn. Delay 
beyond that time not only will 
discourage the world press which 
showed an active interest during 
the first Assembly in London but 
will tend ta weaken faith in the 
United Nations itself. 

American editors who have 
knowledge of world conditions 
believe that world freedom of 
information as en agency of 
peace transcends in importance 
any single issue to be debated 
and resolved by the United Na- 
tions, 

We believe that all peoples 
should know, and know prompt- 
ly, that out of World War II 
science has created a new and 
dangerous era, so terrifying in 
the potentialities of war that 
war must be outlawéd; and that 
international difficulties must be 
resolved without recourse to 
arms if civilization is to survive. 
This knowledge never will reach 
the various peoples unless 
through the United Nations 
there first can evolve interna- 
tional agreements to restrict na- 
tional policies tending to curb 
the free flow of news and infor- 
mation. 

End of Delay Urged. 

The proposals of this society 
have long ago been transmitted to 
the Economic and Social Council. 
Later, the formation of the Com- 
mission on Human Rights led to 
brief consideration of this and 
other issues which fell within the 
purview of that commission. It 
was decided subsequently that a

There is but one road 
leading to this imperative world 
estate and that is freedom of in- 
formation, by which peoples shall 
know and understand the prob- 
lems of others. Our object is, in 
short, to spread the truth. 

We believe that world freedom 
of information—by any and all 
media—is the strongest deterrent 
to the international misunder- 
standing and war yet devised, 

Proposals of Editors. 

The program for world freedom 
of information and of the press, 
sponsored by the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, as trans- 
mitted to the General Secretary of 
the United Nations is as follows: 

“We propose: 

“That agreement between na- 
tions be sought to include: 

“1. Recognition that complete 
friendship with any other sover- 
eign power is dependent, among 
other considerations, on the 
freedom, the abundance and the 
exchange of information between 
people. 

“2. Recognition that any print- 
ed matter, film, broadcast or 
other media of public informa- 
tion paid in whole or in part, 
directly or indirectly, by a gov- 
ernment, organization or per- 
sons, shall carry conspicuous 
labels as to source. 

“3. Recognition that any gov- 
ernment or private monopoly of 
the media of information is in- 
imical to the public interest and 
incompatible with freedom of 
expression and competition of 
ideas on which a well-informed 
public opinion is based. 

“4. Refusal to recognize the 
right of any government, organi- 
zation or person: 

(A) To discriminate against 
any media of information; 

(B) To infringe upon freedom 
of information or expression; 

(C) To place any barriers, 
technical, political, legal or eco- 
nomic, against the free exchange 
of information between the peo- 
ples of the world; 

(BD) To censor information in 
time of peace, except for ob- 
scenity or fraud.” 

Supplementary Resolution. 

On April 20, 1946, the member- 
ship reaffirmed the program and 
supplemented it by resolution as 
follows: 

“The American Society of News- 
paper Editors in convention as- 
sembled calls on statesmen of all 
nations to meet the issue of world 
freedom of information in a spirit 
of international good will and un- 
derstanding. 

“This society believes that a

Bodies Reach Washington. 
The bodies of the five Amer- 
icans killed in Yugoslavia arrived 
here yesterday and were laid in 


state in the chapel of Arlington 
National. Cemetery, close by the 
Unknown Soldier’s tomb. 
Army chaplains conducted a me- 
morial service attended by high 
Army officers. 
The bodies will remain at the 
chapel until relatives of the men 
decide on details of burial serv- 
ices. 
Clayton noted in his statement 
that UNRRA is governed by its 
council of 48 nations and by a 
central committee composed of 
representatives of nine member 
nations, 
“That committee approved the 
relief program for Yugoslavia,” 
he continued.

Text of Announcement. 
Te text of Clayton's announce- 
ment follows: 
“As a natural reaction to the 
inexcusable behavior of the Yugo- 
slav air forces in shooting down 
two unarmed United States trans- 
port planes resulting in the loss 
of five American soldiers, it has 
been widely urged that’ the 
United States Government stop 
immediately further shipments of 
UNRRA supplies from the United 
States to Yugoslavia. 
“The present status. of the 
matter is- as follows: 
“The Yugoslav authorities have 
met the demands of the United 
States that the survivors of the 
attacks be released, that Yugoslav 
authorities apologize and that a 
promise be given that such at- 
tacks will not recur. The Yugo- 
slaw authorities have also ten- 
tatively agreed to indemnify the 
families of the United States air- 
men who lost their lives. The 
question of compensation for 
property is still under discussion. 
“Thus the demands of. the 
United States Government have 
been largely met. The question 
now is: 
“Should we attempt through 
UNsiRA to retaliate against the 
Yugoslav Government for this 
outrageous occurrence? We think 
not.

Managing Director Camille 
Gutt announced the move at a 
press conference, terming it “a 
big step toward restoring normal 
commercial relations and _  en- 
couraging the expansion of world 
trade.” 

Gutt directed member countries 
to notify the fund of the value 
of their money in terms of gold 
or American dollars so that the 
institution can begin operation 
“probably early in 1947.” 


The notice marked the fund’s 
first major step since it was con- 
ceived at Bretton Woods in. 1944 
along with the _ $9,100,000,000 In- 
ternational Bank for Reconatruc- 
tion and Development. 


The call did not apply to Rus- 
sia because it has not joined 
either the fund or the bank even 
though it attended the Bretton 
Woods conference and later sent 
observers to the final organiza- 
tional meeting in Savannah, Ga.,

They are seeking the same result—“all power to the Soviets.” 
They have begun a campaign to make the whole Reich into a 
Soviet Communist state and to enlist this state as an ally of Russia— 


possibly as a member-state of the U.S.S.R, 


The Soviets are acting on two 
main principles in the present 
stage of their campaign to ac- 
complish this purpose—principles 
which they also acted on in 
Russia. 


The first of these principles is 
to defend democracy at times and 
places at which the Communists 
are too weak to seize power. 

Russia is the ardent champion 
of democracy in the United States, 
British and French zones of west- 
ern Germany—now. The Krem- 
lin even keeps up at least a show 
of democracy in its own zone, in 
order to be able to insist in the 
greatest possible decree of liberty 
in the west, 

The Soviets have adopted these 
tactics because the Communists 
are a small, weak minority in the 
western zones. The Kremlin cal- 
culates that democratic freedom 
gives this minority the best pos- 
sible chance to build. up its 
strength. 

If and when the German Com- 
munists succeed — with eae 
help—in building up their stren 
far enough, they will then seize 
all power. 

Second Main Principle. 

The second main principle on 
which the Soviets are now acting 
is to liquidate their opponents one 
by one. 

The Communists begin by pick- 
ing out the first enemy to be de- 
stroyed. They then form an al- 
liance with any and every other 
possible group against this enemy. 
In doing this, the Communists 
offer whatever inducements seem 
necessary to persuade the other 
groups to join them. 

As soon as the first enemy is 
liquidated, the Communists pick 
out the next victim and use the 
same tactics all over again. 

This second enemy may have 


; 


been an “ally” of the Communists 
against the first enemy. That 
makes no difference. 

The Communists form a new ak 
liance against the new enemy—- 
again offering whatever induce- 
— seem necessary to attract 

es, 


The Soviet plan is to go on using 
these: tactics until the Commu- 
nists are so strong and their re 
maining opponents are so weak 
that the party can liquidate them 
all single-handed., 


These are the tactics—and the 
purposes—which are revealed in 
a whole series of recent utter- 
ances by Communist leaders at 
recent secret party sessions in 
Germany and in other party ut- 
terances, 

A Communist propaganda sheet 
called “Socialist Unity,” published 
in Saxony, in the Russian zone, 
contained in a recent number an 
article entitled “Principles of Our 
Policy,” by a writer signing him- 
self Hans Teubner. This article 
said among other things: 

“A. We must differentiate be- 
tween a minimum program which 
works for the democratic renewal 
of Germany and the maximum 
program which will realize true 
socialism, 

“B. When we talk about a demo- 
cratic republic we do not mean a 
realization of socialism, but only 
a middle-class democracy. 

“C. Our attitude toward such a 
parliamentary-democratic republic 
is definitely positive. The reason 
for this is that democracy offers 
much better opportunities in the 
fight for socialism than a fascist, 
totalitarian regime would offer. 

“D. Within the democratic re 
public, the socialist labor move- 
ment will fight for complete and 
exclusive power in the state.”

They Live on $150 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. L. Keddie’s challenge to any man 
in Washington to live on $200 a month 
and keep his family has me bewildered. 
Does he mean that it can’t be done? If 
so, does he realize how many thousands 
of men are doing just that? 

Our son-in-law has been back from 
Overseas one year, with 14 battle stars 
and a Purple Heart. Yet I have never 
heard him mention the GI Bill of 
Rights. 

His little family of three stayed with 
us while he was gone, so we know all 
about the loneliness and heartbreak 
four years of separation can cause. He 
has taken them home now and has gone 
to work at $35 a week. He is making 
payments on their home, which they 
bought before he entered service, and 
has purchased and paid for a new 
1946 car. Thirty-five dollars a week is 
less than $200 a month. 

As for us, in our 24 years of married 
life we have never made more than $150 
a month, which is our present income. 
We still have two girls in high school. 
who are dressed as well as the best, 
who have their piano lesson every week 
and their own allowance. 

We own our home and @ car, carry 
life insurance on the whole family and 


are still buying bonds on payroll saving. | 


And we have in years past earned as 
little as $75 a month. Two hundred dol- 
lars a month seems a fortune to us. 

We feel a great indebtedness to all 
veterans, and hope that those who feel 
they have earned and deserve it, get all 
possible aid from our Government. But 
@ man, be he veteran or not, who says 
he cannot live and keep his family on 
$200 a month is a very poor bookkeeper, 
and I doubt if he could balance his 
books on $500 a month.

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Gang War Coming Up? 

Are the people of the St. Louis area, and the 
agencies of law and order which they support, 
content to go through another era of gangland 
warfare such as that which followed World 
War I? | 

Whether they are or not, the stage is rapidly 
being set and the assorted bad actors are already 
crowding the wings. The shooting may start at 
any moment. 

Last week hoodlum representatives of the re- 
vitalized Capone gang in Chicago waited on 
Clarence (Gully) Owen, head of the Pioneer 
News Service, Inc., and left a demand for a 
share of its racing news profits. 

Yesterday the Post-Dispatch told how the 
same gang has muscled in on the big money in 
the flourishing gambling business on the East 
Side, particularly in St. Clair County, It was 
disclosed that “Dang Dang” Finnegan, collection 
agent, associated with Chicago-St. Louis gang- 
ster Willie Heeney, now czar of Cicero, Ill, 
took a reported $16,000 in six months. A second 
collection agent got about $35,000 in the same 
period, while the big part of the take went 
to the headquarters in Chicago. 

How the Chicago crowd cut itself in was made 
as clear as daylight by printing the names of 
local underworld characters, gamblers and politi- 
cians and the shares of each in the easy money. 

Here are samples from the cut list: 

W. R. (Fuzz) Haeffner, East St. Louis poli- 
tician, about $28,200 in six months. 
Joseph C. Effinger, inspector for the East 

St. Louis Levee Board, $28,200 in the same 

period. 

John Akin, former Superintendent of 

Streets in East St. Louis, about $15,000. 

Charles (Frenchie) Savard, East St. Louis 
politician, $30,000, 

And so on. Instance after instance showed the 
tieup between local politicians and the Chicago 
gang. The same thing is to be found in the 
lottery racket. “Bow Wow” McQuillen is vir- 
tuajly retired these days to a Meramec lodge 
at Drake, Mo., but he harvested $15,000 from 
the Eagle Park lottery at Lovejoy, Ill., for the 
Chicago outfit. More than $60,000 is known to 
have been skimmed off these gambling opera- 
tions for the disciples of Scarface Al. 

The locale is the East Side. That is where the 
dice games and lotteries and assorted money- 
stealing machines are situated geographically. 
But it is St. Louis money which is in play night 
after night. St. Louis keeps up these racketeers 
and gangsters just as St. Louis sent money to 
the gambling halls of New Albany, Ind., whose 
Mayor only a week ago killed himself. 

A backward look shows what happened in the 
train of the first World War when the gang 
elements were allowed to get out of hand. 
Johnny Torrio found out in Chicago how much 
€asy money could be made in bootleg liquor. 
He sent to his old Five Points gang in New 
York for 23-year-old Al Capone to keep things 
straight in the new business. The rest is a 
bloody, sordid chapter in American history, 
climaxed by the:St. Valentine’s Day massacre. 

What Chicago had, other cities had only in 
lesser degree. §t. Louis had its Hogan gang 
and its Eganites, run for years by Dinty Col- 
beck. The high stakes, the moving cloak of the 
automobile, the new deadly weapons combined 
to dot the nation’s side roads with bodies. 

Before he died a month ago, after being shot 
by gunmen, James M. Ragen, Chicago racing 
news czar, said the Capone gang would be mov- 
ing into the St. Louis area and on down to New 
Orleans, He knew what he was talking about. 
The Capone gang is here. The price of permit- 
ting its hoodlums to stay will inevitably be gang 
warfare. 

If St. Louis and East St. Louis police and law 
enforcing agencies get going against these gang- 
sters, they can head off the shooting. If they 
sit by complacently, or become actual allies of 
mobsters, as the East St. Louis police are shown 
to be in today’s Post-Dispatch, this metropolitan 
community is in for a return of the violence of 
the 1920s. ‘

Ridden to Death 

Chairman Mead’s final contribution to the 
Senate War Investigating Committee apparently 
is a post-mortem. He has accepted President 
Truman’s autopsy report that the lively issue of 
the Canol oil project is really a “dead horse.” 

Senator Mead was 4 sturdy senatorial investi- 
gator, up to a point. That point seems to be 
where the Senator became a candidate for Gov- 
ernor of New York. Since then his committee 
has champed at the bit and gone nowhere, 

First there was the Garsson-May scandal. Mr. 
Mead’s committee unburied enough evidence to 
call for prosecution of Representative May, and 
then let it drop in the lap of the Justice Depart- 
ment, which is notoriously timid about disciplin- 
ing Congressmen. 

Next the Mead Committee exhumed the Canol 
oil bungle, which was well known as such 
more than two years ago. The record of wasted 
material and skilled manpower and misspent 
money was repeated, to which the committee 
added a scathing indictment of Gen. Somervell 
and Adm. King for promoting Canol. Then it, 
too, was dropped in the stable. 

“We merely want to complete the record,” 
says Chairman Mead of a record already com- 
plete. The public had expected action which the 
record called for. Instead, Senator Mead rode 
the record hard during a political campaign, and 
now will resign a chairmanship fairly strewn 
with dead horses. 


A Slight Matter of Princes 

“It has been said that the peace conference in 
Paris i$ like a presentation of Hamlet with the 
Prince of Darkness absent,” the Washington 
Post, commenting on “Mr. Byrnes’s Speech,” 
writes editorially from Stuttgart. The Post 
thereby pops a foot into one of those pitfalls 
that lie in wait for the craftsman when he is at 
work several thousands miles from his tools. 

It is not the Prince of Darkness—otherwise 
the Devil—who is the principal character of 
Hamlet, but the Prince of Denmark, as the Post 
would have discavered by looking into Bart- 
‘lett’s invaluable and not always too Familiar 
Quotations. The specific reference is to a sen- 
tence in Sir Walter Scott’s novel The Talisman, 
mentioning a playbill “which is said to have an- 
nounced the tragedy of Hamlet, the character of 
the Prince of Denmark being left out.” 

Perhaps in the flurry and bustle that must 
have accompanied Secretary Byrnes’s speech at 


Stuttgart, the Post got Hamlet temporarily 
confused with Johann Wolfgang von Goethe's 
Faust—a natural enough mistake, as Stuttgart is 
less than 200 miles from Frankfurt-am-Main, 
Goethe’s birthplace. Faust with the Prince of 
Darkness left out would be roughly comparable 
to Hamlet with the Prince of Denmark left out, 
in being a play bereft of a—not to say the— 
leading character. 

We are willing, however, to call the whole 
thing quits, if the Post will agree to a slight 
amendment. After a careful examination of the 
Paris conference, its squabbles over procedure 
and its name-callings, we are agreeable to hav- 
ing it likened either to Faust or Hamlet, but with 
the Prince of Darkness left in in the one in- 
stance, and put in in the other.

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An Abject Surrender 


The Government’s abject surrender in the 
AFL seamen’s strike is a serious breach in the 
already badly fractured anti-inflation line. The 
Administration has allowed itself to be bluffed 
and bullied into what is, regardless of President 
Truman and Mr. Steelman’s apologetics, a pal- 
pable and major change of the rules to meet the 
threats of 65,000 workers in a key industry. 

This weakens the position of responsible labor 
leaders like Phil Murray, head of CIO, who has 


carefully restrained hotheads in his unions from - 


demanding increases which would accelerate the 
spiral of inflation. If men like Mr. Murray still 
try to hold the line, they become vulnerable to 
attacks within the union from men who will 
make capital out of whatever they ean. 

The worst part of this deal is that it was un- 
necessary and resulted wholly from poor ad- 
ministration. If the White House was able to 
compel the great majority of the seamen to bar- 
gain within the wage formula in June, it is un- 
thinkable that it could not prevail upon a mi- 
nority to do so in September. 

President Truman has allowed himself to be 
sadly kicked around not only by the AFL sea- 
men but by the shipowners. The shipping lines 
exist only by Government subsidies, and if there 
is any group of industrialists whom the Govern- 
ment can make conform to national policy, it 
should be this group. Yet the Administration 
sat idle and allowed the shipping lines to set a 
lethal trap by agreeing to wage increases con- 
trary to the vital anti-inflation program. 

The industry’s irresponsible conduct here is 
of a piece with its unconscionable profiteering 
against the Government throughout the war— 
profiteering which Senator Aiken of Vermont 
declared “will undoubtedly amount to several 
billion dollars.” 

Nearly half the shipping involved is that of 
the Maritime Commission. The wage increases 
come directly out/of the Goverriment’s pocket. 
The increases to be paid by the shipping lines 
themselves will in the end be largely paid by 
the Government, too, for in all likelihood the 
shipowners will soon be in Washington de- 
manding increased subsidies to indemnify them 
for the excess of American seamen’s wages over 
the wages paid by competing foreign lines. 

The word for what happened at the White 
House yesterday is appeasement, and the whole 
nation suffers.

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Mr. Nolte and the Symphony 

St. Louis in the past has often been grateful 
to Louis Nolte for his care in conserving city 
funds and in maintaining the city’s excellent 
credit standing. He’s been a watchdog with 
teeth. But the same Mr. Nolte sometimes car- 
ries his zeal for economy to a point that preju- 
dices the city’s larger interests—as in his oppo- 
sition to the proposed contract with the St. 
Louis Symphony. 

Last year, the Symphony paid the city ap- 
proximately $10,400 for rental of Kiel Audi- 
torium. This year, it offers $7500, plus four 
free public concerts to be given at Vashon, 
Roosevelt, Beaumont and Soldan High. It is 
maintained by the Comptroller’s office that last 
year it cost the city $13,000 to arrange the Au- 
ditorium for the city’s use; Mr. Nolte estimates 
the cost to the city this year will be $17,000 to 
$18,000. 

Mr. Nolte’s fine bookkeeping mind, however, 
can hardly be expected to give full value to the 
desirability of the concerts at the high schools, 
any more than years ago, when he attacked the 
Art Museum for its expenditures, he could have 
been expected to place a correct value on the 
paintings it was buying. Mr. Nolte’s views are 
sound as to the cost of asphalt paving, sewer 
pipe and building materials. When it comes to 
cultural aspects of municipal life, he’s out of 
his depth, 

Action on the Symphony contract has been 
postponed for a week. We hope that final action 
will acquit St. Louis of making a niggardly deal 
with one of the city’s most cherished institu- 
tions.

Uxa, a proponent who voted No only so that he 
can move to reconsider at a more favorable 
time—also the St. Louis County delegation:

Tributes are also due to Walter W. Head, 
James L. Ford and Preston Estep, who joined 
with the Mayor and his aides and Paul J. Ka- 
veney of the St. Louis Housing Authority in 
explaining the issue to members of the House, 
Mr. Head is chairman of the Anti-Slum Com- 
mission; Mr. Ford and Mr. Estep are public- 
spirited citizens who know how urgent it is to 
attack the slums with Federal-aid housing. 
Their presence is in marked contrast with the 
absence of Harland Bartholomew anf E. J. Rus- 
sell, Both are members of the Anti-Slum Com- 
mission. Mr. Bartholomew is on the city pay- 
roll as Engineer of the City Plan Commission.

If the edu- 
cational effort meanwhile continues with full 
vigor, and if all the big-city members are pres- 
ent, it has an excellent chance to pass.

If Mark Twain Could Comment Today 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion. 


Great writer was moved to deep pessimism by events in postwar 
year of 1899, editorial notes; yet that was “innocent and Elysian 
time”; America had become world power, unaware of trouble that 
would go with it; would Twain have traded his day for 1946? 


From the Louisville Courier-Journal 


“I have been reading the morning pa- 
per. I do it every morning—well know- 
ing that I shall find in it the usual de- 
pravities and basenesses and hypocrisies 
and cruelties that make up civilization, 
and cause me to put in the rest of the day 
pleading for the damnation of the human 
race.” 


This is from a letter Mark Twain wrote 
to his friend, William Dean Howells, in 1899. 
It expresses the fierce pessimism which 
sometimes seized the great humorist. But 
when we read it today, our first impression 
is that old Mark really hadn’t seen any- 
thing yet. 

What would he think now, reading the 
morning paper after nearly half a century 
of the further progress of the race he 
damned? He'd simply have to thank his 
stars that he lived in an innocent and Ely- 
sian time. | 

The year 1899, like this one, was a post- 
war year. But what a relatively simple and 
easy war! And how disproportionately 
proud the people were of their victory! 
They were showering Adm. Dewey with 
adulation and honors, and, to a lesser de- 
gree, the Rough Rider, young Teddy Roose- 
velt.

Empire Without Worries 


There was a cloud in the sky—revolt in 
the Philippines—but it was no bigger than 
a man’s hand. Only a small, minority of 
us had doubts and misgivings about sub- 
jecting another people by force of arms. 


In 1899, Cuba was transferred to Ameri- 
ean control and our flag was raised over 
Wake and Guam (without anyone having 
the least idea what those two names once 
would mean fo us). There was a flurry 
over the Samoan Islands, where the na- 
tives were restive. We dispatched the 
U.S.S. Philadelphia there. ' 


The upshot was a partitioning of the is- 
lands between Germany and ourselves. Hot 
dog! We were a world power! 

But we meant no harm. In 1899, we 
signed the Hague Peace Conventions for 
the pacific settlement of international dis- 
putes and establishing humane rules of 
warfare. The Hague agreements, among 
other things, prohibited the launching of 
projectiles or explosives from balloons. 
(And people happily believed this was go- 
ing to stick, too.) 

Furthermore, Secretary of State John 
Hay proclaimed the Open Door in China 
and the other powers concerned assented, 
We cheerfully thought that this solved the 
China problem, except for some Boxer 
trouble brewing there. We were barely 
aware of Japan.’ 


Labor Situation in 1899 


Business men felt that labor was getting 
uppity, Miners at Wardner, Idaho, struck 
for $3.50 a day and a closed shop. When 
the latter was refused, they blew up the 
mills, causing damage of $250,000, Federal 
troops were sent to quiet them. Most of 
the strikes of the year were unsuccessful 
and accompanied by some violence, though 
Rochester, N. Y., streetcar employes won 
$1.50 for an eight-hour day. Altogether, 
there seemed not much for an employer to 
worry about, or, at any rate, an employer 
today wouldn't think so. ; 

Kentucky was in deep trouble politically 
in 1899. William 8. Taylor, Republican, was 
elected Governor on the face of returns, 
but ‘William Goebel, Democrat, wag con- 
testing the election. Tragedy lay ahead. 

Another seamy aspect of the national 
scene was the scandal over the quality of 
beef furnished to the Army in the war just 
closed, But, with all that, Mark Twain 
would never have traded 1899 for 1946, if he 
could have known,

Two Storms anda Woman 


THE SUDDEN GUEST, by Christopher 

(Coward-McCann, iInc., New York.) 

A glance into any bookstore these days 
is proof of the fact that most contempora- 
ry authors are interlopers. They write fact 
and fiction in uncountable volumes for a 
variety of reasons. Sometimes it is be- 
cause they have had extraordinary experi- 
ences. Often it is because they have a gos- 
pel to proclaim. Not infrequently it is be- 
cause their names, already famous, will sell 
books. But rarely it is because they are 
writers. 

It is all the more a pleasure, therefore, 
to read the work of Christopher La Farge, 
an author of true stock. His first full- 
length prose novel, “The Sudden Guest,” 
clearly was written for its own sake, and 
its value as litefature is both impressive 
and intrinsic. 

The story concerns an egocentric wom- 
an, Miss Leckton, as she lives through the 
hurricanes that hit Rhode Island in 1938 
and 1944. The development of the storms 
is the development of the plot itself, and it 
is handled so excitingly that the reader 
wants to look at the barometer more often 
than Miss Leckton does, 

In drawing the portrait of a self-centered 
woman, the author is again skillful in 
technique. The hurricane of 1938 was a 
bitter experience for Miss Leckton chiefly 
because a sequence of events occurred 
against her will. It was not only the storm 
and its destruction that she did not want, 
but the intrusion of six refugees as well. 
People about whom she knew nothing— 
of whom she had never heard! 

When warnings come in 1944 of a hurrt- 
cane, she takes care that the house is 
prepared to meet it, that the shutters are 
fastened, and that no bedraggled. intrud- 
ers shall this time impose upon her. 

As this storm mounts in fury, the au- 
thor shows Miss Leckton increasingly dis- 
turbed by recollections of 1938. It is not, 
of course, that regret overtakes her. It is 
rather that solitude leaves her with noth- 
ing but memories and a queer taste in her 
mouth. The memories are as galling as the 
original experiences had been. That repug- 
nant taste in the mouth, though he hesi- 
tates to name it, she knows to be fear. And 
so she creates for her egocentric self a 
hell, and lives in it here on earth, 

The jacket blurb says that the story {fs 
a parable of our time. Perhaps. More im- 
portant than that, it is the creation of a 
sustained atmosphere and a living woman. ‘ 
Christopher La Farge is not only a bona 
fide writer but an artist as well.

ECRETARY BYRNES’S address at Stuttgart is an indirect reply 
to the declaration on Germany which Molotov made in Paris 
on July. 10. It too is an address to the German nation, in fact 


a competitive bid to offset Molotov’s astute and deeply conceived 
appeal to the Germans that in alliance with Russia they can most 
surely recover their territorial unity and their position as a great 
power in Europe. This formidable maneuver, the most far-reaching 
event since the armistice, had to be dealt with. 


The two offers are alike in this, 
that both Molotov and Secretary 
Byrnes make their appeal to the 
sentiment of German unity. But 
there is this essential difference 
between the two proposals, and it 
is the one which the nationalist 
Germans will be sure to note. It 
is that Russia can in fact restore 
the territorial integrity of the 
German Reich and the unity of 
the German national state where- 
as the. United States can only 
express a favorable opinion, 

The Molotov declaration was a 
statement of policy which his gov- 
ernment can in the end carry out. 
The Byrnes declaration is an ar- 
gument and an appeal, which, if 
examimed from the point of view 
of the Germans who intend to 
restore the power of Germany, 
makes it more necessary and more 
practicable, rather than less, that 
they work toward an alliance with 
Russia. . 


Russia’s Strong Hand. 


Secretary Byrnes has weakened 
his basic bargaining position as 
against the Soviet Union. It is 
true that he intended to strength- 
en it by serving notice on the 
Soviet Union and on Poland that 
a considerable part of the eastern 
territory has not been finally 
ceded. But Molotov’s bid, which 
was implied in his statement and 
is discussed only privately with 
the German nationalists, is a much 
stronger one. 

The Soviet Union, which has 
joined with Germany four or five 
times, once as recently as 1939, to 
partition Poland, can restore all 
the annexed territories. Secretary 
Byrnes cannot restore any part 
of them. He can only refuse to 
sign a treaty recognizing the an- 
nexation. 

This underlying threat and 
promise to restore the lost prov- 
inces is the core of the Soviet bid 
to German nationalism, and the 
sinister significance of the Molo- 
tov declaration was the expression 
of this threat and promise in 
words which, however veiled they 
may have been to non-Europeans, 
were quite clear and explicit to 
those very Germans—Communists 
and militarists but nationalists all 
—to whom they were addressed. 

Secretary Byrnes’s announce- 
ment that we may not ratify all 
the annexations but only part of 
them may strengthen a big the 
hand of the Germans in their deal- 
ings with the Russians, But it 


did not lose but will look to the 
Russians for what they expect to 
get. In assuring the Germans that 
they have nothing to lose in the 
west, except the Saar, Secretary 
Byrnes has made it all the more 
certain that the Germans will con- 
duct their rtal negotiations with 
— which is master in the 
eas 


Strange Federalism. 


His proposals, moreover, for the 
government of Germany do not 
counteract the development of a 
German - Russian alliance. They 
assist it— unintentionally to be 
sure. For Secretary Byrnes has in 
fact yielded to Molotov’s opposi- 
tion to federal Germany. He con- 
tinues to speak of “a federal con- 
stitution for Germany” but his 
concrete proposal is an abandon- 
ment of genuine federalism. 

We must remember that, except 
in the American zone, there are 
as yet no separate self-governing 
German states which could unite 
in a federal union. If Germany is 
to be federal, the states must be 
constituted before there is a cen- 
tral government; the central gov- 
ernment must have only the lim- 
ited powers delegated to it by the 
separate states. But Secretary 
Byrnes is proposing to establish a 
central government first which 
will then “draft a federal consti- 
tution,” which is then to be “sub- 
mitted to the German people for 
ratification.” 

This is a caricature of federal- 

ism, as Secretary Byrnes, who is 
from the state of South Carolina; 
ought to be the first to realize. A 
constitution drafted by a central 
government fnstead of by a con- 
vention of the constituent states, 
and ratified by a majority vote of 
the whole people instead of by the 
separate states, cannot be and will 
not be a federal constitution. It 
will be the constitution of another 
centralized Reich governed from 
Berlin with the states no more 
than administrative units of the 
Berlin government. 
That is what Molotov wants 
because that is exactly the kind of 
German government Russia can 
make a deal with. But it is exactly 
the kind of Germany we do not 
want, and we were never more de- 
luded if we imagine that the Ger- 
mans will like us better than the 
Russians for yielding to Molotov 
on this fundamental issue.

Throwing Away Trumps. 


This is not the main reason, 
however, why Secretary Byrnes 
has weakened his bargaining posi- 
tion, He did that by discarding his 
trumps in western Germany. He 
not only renounced the amputa- 
tion of the Ruhr and the Rhine- 
land, which in itself was proper 
enough, but he handed them back 
not only to the Germans but, 
unless there are implied reserva- 
tions which he neglected to make 
explicit, to the sovereign control 
of the central German govern- 
ment. 

If this was done in the hope 
that it would win for us the grati- 
tude of the German people, we 
shall be disappointed. We shall 
find that in this hard-boiled world

BSHOPS BLOCK MOVE

Six-Year Study of Liberaliza- 
tion of Episcopalian Mar- 
riage Canons Is Rejected. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 13;(AP) 
—Liberalization of marriage and 
divorce canons of the Protestant 
Episcopal church as proposed ‘by 
a commission on matrimony after 
a six-year study was rejected to- 
day by the House of Bishops at 


the church’s triennial convention. 
The vote was 66 against and 44 
for the proposals. 

The issue, however, is not en- 
tirely shelved, because the House 
of Bishops later referred the en- 
tire matter to a special commit- 
tee for further study. There was 
no immediate indication whether 
it would be brought up again at 
this convention. 

Present church law permits re- 
marriage of a divorced person in 
the church only if the individual 
is the innocent party to a divorce 
granted on the ground of adul- 
tery. | 

The House of Clerical and Lay 
Delegates began debate today on 
the issue of merging the church 
with the Presbyterian Church in 
the U.S.A. (northern) after vig- 
orously voting down a motion to 
go into closed executive session 
from which the press and public 
would be barred. 

The motion to close the meeting 
was rejected by voice vote after 
proponents of the merger had 
told the delegates “we have noth- 
ing to conceal.” 

Prolonged applause followed the 
vote and the ruling by former 
Supreme Court Justice Owen J. 
Roberts, president of the house. 
He warned delegates and the 
spectators that a rule of the house 
forbids applause and said that if 
there were applause at any time 
in the debate the presiding offi- 
cers would be compelled to clear 
the galleries,

NEW YORK, Sept. 13 (AP) — 
Two members of a four-man 
group, said by Secret Service of- 
ficials to possess the “largest haul 
of bogus money in the last 10 
years,” were arraigned yesterday 
before United States Commissioner 
Garrett Cotter and held in $10,000) 
bail each for federal grand jury 
action, 

The pair, Joseph Soroka, alias 
“Mousey,” 33 years old, of New 
York, and Joseph Giarruso, 32, of 
Bergenfield, N.J., were arrested 
here Wednesday and charged with 
uttering and passing $110,000 in 
$20 counterfeit notes of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York. 

Secretary of the Treasury Sny- 
der and acting Secret Service 
Chief James J. Maloney said in 
Washington that Soroka and Giar- 
ruso were arrested after Soroka 
had delivered a package contain- 
ing the bogus $110,000 to an under- 
cover Secret Service agent at a 
midtown New York hotel. The 
agent paid $7700 for the bogus 
bills. 

Snyder and Maloney said the 
other two men were arrested 
later. They were identified as Jo- 
seph Paternoster, proprietor of a 
Newark (N.J.) printing plant, and 
George A. Larkin, described by 
the Government officials as a 
partner of Paternoster in manu- 
facture of the counterfeit bills. 

Thomas F. Murphy, chief of the 
criminal division of the United 
States attorney’s office here, said 
both Soroka and Giarruso were ex- 
convicts. He said Soroka was 
sentenced in Trenton (N. J.) 
United States District Court in 
1936 for counterfeiting and that 
Giarruso was sentenced in Brook- 
Iyn Federal Court for illegal op- 
eration of a still in 1937. 

The Secret Service said in Wash- 
ington that Paternoster and Lar- 
kin would be charged with posses- 
sion and sale of counterfeit bills 
in United States District Court at 
Newark. 

The statement by Snyder and 
Maloney said Soroka “bragged to 
agents he had made over $290,000 
in the war’in black market activi- 
ties, particularly in the sale of 
counterfeit gasoline, meat and 
sugar coupons.”

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HEN, in March, 1945, Lillian 

Hellman’s play, “The Search- 

ing Wind,” opened a one- 
week engagement here at the 
American Theater, this reviewer, 
regretfully, was forced to con- 
clude that “The Searching Wind” 
“did not séarch far efiough,” was 
“more static than searching,” and 
that in place of “wind” in the 
title, one might as well read “hot 
air.” 


“THE SEARCHING WIND,” as 
a movie, is now.at the AMBASSA- 
DOR Theater. Despite the fact 
that the movie medium offers 
Miss Hellman’s plot more of a 
scope, the statements about the 
play would séem to be as applica- 
ble to the movie, 

The picture opens with the 
statement of a triangle. A diplo- 
mat, played by Robert Young is 
married to a socialité, played by 
Ann Richards, but has been in 
love for about 22 years with a 
newspaper foreign correspondent, 
tae by Sylvia een f Now, 

Owever, that the children of 
Young and Miss Richards are 
grown, there is no reason—in the 
minds of Young and Miss Sidney 
—for the unhappy marriage to 
continue. Young serves notice on 
Miss Richards of his plan to leave 
her, and marry his first sweet- 
heart. 

So far, so good (or so bad, of 
80 something, at any rate, that’s 
clear and that makes sense). At 
this point, though, Miss Richerds 
invites Miss Sidney and the whole 
family, eg ere her soldier son, 
played by Douglas Dick, to a sort 
of a farewell dinner. But Miss 
Richards doesn’t really have 4 
farewell dinner in mind at all. 
What she does have in mind is 
not too clear either. Presiimably, 
in order to keep her family tor 
gether, she provokes a discussion 
of old times. The,farewell dinner 
goes into a dissolve and flash- 
back, The audience is taken back 
22 year's, to a time in Rome, Italy, 
when Miissolini, the future dicta- 
tor, was getting ready to march 
against the city With his legions. 
Now, it is inferred, we're to find 
out what it is all about. 


Miss Sidney, we learn, was 
aware 22 years ago of the menace 
to the world of the up-and-coming 
Fascist aggression. She tried to 
influence Youfig, already a diplo- 
mat, to see things her way. He, 
however, thought the Fascists 
were merely a sort of depression- 
born fad who would blow over 
with better times. The difference 
in viewpoint was sufficiently seri- 
ous, however, for the Young- 
Sidney romance to blow over in- 
stead. So then, on the rebound, 
Young and Miss Richards got 
married. 

The point of all this is, that 
there’s supposed to be a sort of 
parallel between the forces of de- 
mocracy taking the road of least 
resistance with the Fascists and 
Nazis, and the forces of true love 
taking the road of least resistance 
in the marriage of Young and 
Miss Richards rather than the 
marriage of Young and Miss 
Sidney. In order to make sense 
of this parallel, the ¢haracters are 
then given tons of words to talk, 
talk, talk, and they move around 
all over the map—including Ber- 
lin, Madrid and Washington. Phe 
sense, however, simply doesn’t 
emergé. You still have, in the 
movie, ag you had in the play, two 
stories; (One) A triangle love 
story, involving three rather 
solemn, humorless and pretentious 
people, and (Two) a March-of- 
Timeish story, told in headline 
fashion, of-the rise of Faséist- 
Naziism, The two simply don’t 
meet.

Philadelphia by train and was 

met by a delegation from the 
Helen Fieisher Vocational School 
which, together with the Benjamin 
Franklin School, is being used for 
veterans, These students are fin- 
ishing their high school courses 
or taking refresher courses pre 
paratory to goifig to college.

Important There's Always Someone Who Can't—Tough on Burglars

NEW YORK, Sept. 13 

HE disadvantage of being a 

burglar or other criminal in 

the crowded Borough of Man- 
hattan with the apartment houses 
and private dwellings and stores 
rtbbing cheek by jowl in every 
street is that there is always 
someone who cannot sleep, 


It may be a tired old mother whe 
wonders where her wandering boy 
is tonight as she sits there at her 
third or fourth floor window peer- 
ing dé6wn in the vaguely lighted 
and silent street, listening to. ev- 
ery sound. She heard the clock 
strike 2 and looked in his room 
and saw his bed was undisturbed 
and now she watches worrying, 
worrying, worrying, because she 
knows how boys are nowadays. 


It may be an elderly man who 
can sleep only just so long any- 
way and has exhausted his quota 
and is sitting at the window for 
want of anything better to do 
and who perhaps is dreaming of 
the past and seeing coming out of 
the shadows of yesterday the frail 
figure of someone he loved. 


It may be a guy carrying the 
torch who wonders as he stares 
out into the night’ where that 
dame is at the moment and whom 
she is with and saying to himself 
who cares? Or a gee with a sim- 
ple little toothache which can 
cause as much sleeplessness as a 
heartache, or almost. Or a spin- 
ster with insomnia wondering 
what is going on behind those 
blinds across the way where the 
splinters of light are showing? 


Or a married man troubled by 
his conscience over the way he 
has been treating, or rather mis- 
treating, his wife and who sits 
there wishing he had not said 
what he said to her. Or a young 
girl who ought to be in the fea- 
thers getting her beauty sleep, 
sitting there thinking of her Sir 
Galahad who is really only Mick- 
ey Malloy, the kid who lives over 
on Columbus avenue. 


Oh, it can be anyone at that 
window in the Borough of Man- 
hattan wide awake because they 
cannot sleep and who sees the 
figure of a man skulking around 
the doorway of the house two 
doors down the street or hears 
the crash of glass as the window 
or door of the little grocery store 
near the corner is kicked in or 
the muffled moans as the mug- 
gers nab a guy half down the 
block.

To con- 
serve precious fat now, it is a 
good plan to salt the food just as 
soon as it comes from the fat and 
another point ts to watch the fat 
to see that it does not rise above 
the smoking temperature because 
that is a treatment that also 
hastens its breakdown. 

French Fried Eggplant. 

One medium sized eggplant (one 
and one half Ib.), one egg, beaten, 
one fourth ¢up milk, sifted dry 
bread crumbs or flour, salt. 


Wash, peel and cut t in 
slices %-inch thick. en cut 
slices into strips like French fried 
potatoes just before dipping into 
the mixture of egg and milk. Coat 
with egg and then in crumbs. 
Have deep fat heated to 375 de 
grees Fahrenheit. Place a single 
layer of eggplant strips in a fry- 
ing basket and lower into the hot 
fat; cook until golden brown, from 
11-3 to 3 minutes, according to 
color preferred. Drain on absor- 
bent paper or paper toweling, 
sprinkle with salt, and serve pip- 
ing hot. Five servings.
